punished by death or by imprisonment for not more than thirty years ,théreby

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TiI. STATUTE C” LIMITATIONS 


Since the violation charged against DAVID GREENGLASS is a 
capital offense, there is no limitation of time, according to Title 18 
United States Code Section 581 as amended August 4, 1939, Chapter 119, 
Section 1 (53 Stat. 1198). This statute reads as follows: "That an 
indictment for any offense punishable by death may be found at any time 
without regard to any Statute of Limitations”. 


IV. END OF WAR

"1, DAVID GREENGLASS, make the following statement to 
JOHN W, LEWIS and LEO H, FRUTKIN, who have identified themselves to mé as 
Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, I make this statement 
freely and voluntarily and have been advised of my right not to make a 
statement and that I have a right to an attorney, I understand that 
this statement may be used against me in a court of law,

reside at 265 Rivington Street, New Yark City, 


"On or about November 29, 1944, my wife,-RUTH, arrived in 
New Mexico from New York City and tdld me that JULIUS ROSENBERG, ny brother- 
in-law, had asked if I would give information on the Atom Bomb amd stated 
as a reason for that that we are at war with Germany and Japan and that — 
they are the enemy and that Soviet Russia was fighting the enemy and was 
entitled to the information. On that basis, I agreed to give whatever 
information came to me in the oourse of my employment at Los Alamos, New 
Mexico, at the Los Alamos Atom Bomb Projeot, This message, which my wife 
conveyed to me, was not her own idea but was an idea given to her by JULIUS 
ROSENBERG, She told me at the time that & man would contaot me later for 
information about the Los Alamos Atom Bomb Pro jeot., 


"About February, 1945, my wife moved to Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, from New York City, Three or four months later she had a miscarriage, 
Approximately a month after that time, a man came to the place where RUTH 
was living, 209 North High Street, Albuquerque, New Mexioo, I did not 
know this mants name at the time but recently recognized his piotures in 
various newspapers 48 being HARRY GOLD, He had with him @ torn or out piece of 
paper oard which fitted a tom pieca of paper oard furnished me as a means 
of identifying this man, I cannot recall at this time whether this torm 
piece of oafrd was given to me by my wife, RUTH, at the time she moved to 
Albuquerque, New Mexioo, from New York about February, 1945, or whether 
I received 1t from JULIUS RCSENBERG while I was in New York City on furlouch 
between about December 20, 1944, and January 20, 1945, GOLD gave mean, envélépe 
containing $500, GOLD said to me thet I was living in a poor place at tho 
time he gave me the $500, I furnished him with information concerning the 
Los Alamos Project, although I did not do it for the promise of money, I 
gave him a list of names of persons who were working at Los Alamos who, I 
thought, could be approached for information, They were names of both 
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"soldiers and civilians, to the best of my recollection, I felt it was gross 
negligence on the part of the United States not to give Russia the information 
about the Atom Bomb because she was an Ally, 


"T think that I gave GOLD a sketoh of a high-explosive lens 
mold, or something of that type of thing, with was an experiment to study : 
implosion effects on a steel tube to understand the effect it would have on 
uranium so it could be determined how they could arrive at a oritical mass that 
would not sxplode before detonation, 


"I have fumished @ rough penoiled sketoh of a portion of the 
above mentioned high-explosive implosion test to FBI Agents, 


"I also furnished GOLD with information aonoerning the identity 
of a world famous soientist,who was working &8t Los Alamos under on assumed name, 
I also furnished the information to GOLD that OPPENHEIMER was working et Los 
Alamos and that KISTIAKOWSKY was working at Los ° 


"GOLD told me that he would oome back to see me again and I 
agreed to see hims however, he never contacted me againg 


"My wife was not in the room at the time I reoeived the money 
from GOLD and at the time I gave him information about the Los Alamos Atom Bomb 
Pro jeot. I gave GOLD the information without expeoting money for it. | 


"I was inducted into the Army, April 12, 1943, and was given 
Army Serial Number 32882475, During the summer of 1944 I was assigned to Oak 
Ridge, Tennessee, where I romai ned for about two weeks, While at Oak Ridge, 
Tennessee, I was given & Seourity pep talk by Someone in Military Intelligence, 
and at Los Alamos was furnished with a seourity book. I understood that all 
of the work being done at Los Alamos, New Mexioo, was top seoret. I under- 
stand that under Amy regulations *top seoret’ means that such information 
is not to be disoussed with anyone even with fellow employees, exoept when 
it is neoessary for the work, I was assigned to the Los Alamos Atom Bomb 
Projeot from about August, 1944 until about February, 1946, and during all 
that time I was a non-o9ommissioned officer in the United States Army, having 
first, Grade T-5, and later, Grade T-4, I was assigned to Theta Shop at 
Los Alamos where I worked on high-speed cameras, lucite parts, experimental] 
equipment, and also made up parts that oould not be bought on the outside, 
One one oacasion that I reoall I handled uranium, In general, the work was 
in regard to the Atom Bomb, but I did not know this until about a month or 
two after I-was assigned there, I heard it among the employees at the Los 
Alamos Project,

"l reoall that I had a leave of five days in late November, 4 
1944, and that my wife, who had arrived in Albuquerque for my wedding anniversary 
celebration, oame on or about November 29, 1944, JI also reoall that I had 

a furlough from about Deoember 30, 1944, to about January 20, 1945, and I apent 

my purtouen time in New York City,
